of this and now for the successful 
‘handsing of the next and most vital 
question of all. 
In the firs: place, it requires no 
argum ent to show that our present 
supply is both 
inadequate 
as 
to 
quantity and inferior as to quality. 
I\> make the rapid strides forward 
that our position mak s possible, we 
must have more m anufacturing en­ 
terprises and a larger pay roll. At 
present what industry .can we hope 
to locate here? Nothing worthy of 
the name until we have the water 
with which to supply its needs. We 
have never lost sight of the fact that 
tile Frisco may yet be induced to 
cl n sider a proposition -to move its 
shops Ii re if we had enough w ater 
to scupply it. Every day prospectors 
are through this country looking for 
locations 
for 
new 
industries, 
but, 
however weW they may like our town 
nothing rem ains but to pass <cn to 
; some other place where they can 
furnish water. 
The next 
consideration 
is 
the 
health of the community. The prev­ 
alence of typhoid f ver in various 
quarters of the town every summer 
is sufficient argum ent to convince 
an yone th a t the present supply of 
drinking 
water is not whoi!' isc-mc 
Think of the children whose lives 
are thus sacrificed. Think of the dis­ 
tress of the man with a family to 
support when he has to meet. such 
calam ities as sickn ©s brings upon 
him. 
Agrin, we have the best normal in 
the state. The 
water 
qirostion 
is 
likewise a vital point in i s exist­ 
ence. With plenty of pure water, it 
would in a short time have the larg­ 
est att; adance. Until tb s is supplied 
it will be forced to lag. 
Where are we to get the water? At 
Byrd’s YIM, of 
course. 
There 
is 
enough water tfoerv to furnish a city 
of 100,000 people, factories and all. 
It is no very stupendous undertak­ 
ing to pipe it to Ada, and when it

wa have both a bountiful 
supply, and also the v ry best wa­ 
te r in the state.

Goodwin, chief engineer of the wa­ 
terw orks system of Kansas City es­ 
tim ates the total cost of piping it 
to Ada at $75,000.

fund dequirements on $100,000 will 
amount to $10,000 per year. This 
would require a levy of less than 
haW a cent on the dollar. If there 
were not a cent of revenue from the 
waterworks system. As a m atter of 
fact, the waterworks would pay for 
themselves. The number of consum­ 
ers would be increased until prac­ 
tically every house 
in Ada would 
be supplied 
from the mains, and 
Ada could derive some profit from 
the system instead of falling short 
as at present and as will continue 
until the quality of water i-s im 
proved.
